The motto, to express Rep, t o il e r s horror 
of Big Business, could he a slight corruption of the one we used to 
learn in school; 
“ Bigness ls a m onster of so frightful mien 
As to be hated needs but to be -eon ” (Pope) 
This background homily would have made an ironic setting the 
other dav when a tall, gray-haired oil m erchant sauntered into the 
hearing and told Rep Cellar that the monstrosity of Bigness was great­ 
ly exaggerated. 
This witness, W. W. Vaneveer of Cleveland, Ohio, gave 
an amused chuckle when he said: 
How Do You Compete? 
“ Friends used to say to me. ’Van how do you compete with those 
big oil companies?’ 
And I’d say: ‘WeN, you go out to the zoo some day 
ami see the elephant getting fed. 
The elephant needs a lot of room 
to turn around in. and meanwhile some little mice run in and get a full 
meal.’ 
Now a small company like mine is much more agile than the 
big o n e s 
We get along just fine”. 
Vaneveer was an embarrassing witness because he hadn’t come 
here to gripe about Big Business vs. Small Business, the theme-song 
of the Celler committee. 
Vaneveer’s complaint was that Government 
and the crazy tax system was making life miserable for all business, big 
and titlle. 
lie gave a capsule resume of his career as an independent 
operator of the old school. 
. 
Back in 1925 Vaneveer and his partner started the Allied Oil 
Company on a $30.000 shoestring, two-thirds of which was borrowed 
They entered the fuel market in Ohio where Bigness wxis already en­ 
trenched with such elephantine concerns as Standard Oil of Ohio. 
Sun Oil. Texas C orp. Shell Oil. six other m aior companies and in­ 
num erable small ones. 
Later, Vaneveer moved into Indiana again-t 
15 m ajor companies, into Illinois agam-l 14, into Wisconsin against 1 1, 
into New York against 13. into West Virginia against 13, into Pennsyl­ 
vania against 14. 
Managed To Survive 
“And you managed to survive by . . . ?’’ Rep. Celler started to ask. 
“By service,” said Vaneveer. 
"I imagine there were times when 
(he majors wished Allied had never been born” . 
Vaneveer and his partner “ had some ideas”. They did research into 
fuel practices and showed their customers how to cut costs and increase 
efficiency. 
They were the first firm to carry oil by w ater between St. 
Louis and Chicago 
They moved the first trainload of liquid asphalt 
inlo a steel plant. 
They bought th eir own fleet of tankers on the Great 
Lakes 
During the recession of 1938, when the elephant companies 
were num b with indecision, Vaneveer’s little firm built a new terminal 
at Toledo. 
T hat’s what he meant by being “agile”. 
And he added; 
“Like many small businessmen we were willing to take a chance 
and bet on our ability to pay out”. 
The giant corporations, according to the Celler script, should have 
moved in about this time and gobbled up the prosperous little com­ 
petitor. 
Nope, said Veneveer, just (he other way ’round. 
It was h s 
company Which tried to merge with the big ones, but they were ail 
scared of the anti-trust laws. 
At this point V aneveer began to unfold 
the statistic*. 
The Federal Trade Commission, he said, was always re ­ 
leasing report- about the 2450 mergers between 1940-47. 
but the tot i! 
num ber of m anufacturing and mining companies in this survey period 
didn't decrease— it increased from 237 500 to 348,500. 
The FTC’ never 
m entioned that, nor that the mergers amounted to only eight-tenths ot 
one per cent of all existing companies in 1947. 
“Can Take Care Of Itself” 
A small well-run company will take care of itself,” said Vaneveer 
firmly. 
But last year the G overnm ent—not Big Business— destroyed his 
little firm 
One partner was 60 and the other was 58 
They figured 
out that the death of either partn er would cost the firm about $4 . 5 mil­ 
lion in taxe- 
That, observed Vaneveer, was “a lot of money” to rtl-e 
in a hurry. 
So the Allied Company finally merged with a slighth largo- 
firm rather than wait for death-taxes to ruin the surviving partner, dis­ 
employ the 700 workers and leave old customers high and drv. 
" I ’m not shedding any tears over you,” said Rep. Celler. 
“ You got 
$ 1 2 million on the deal”. 
“Don t want you to shed any tears,” said Vaneveer cheerfullv. “But 
when you build up a successful business, it hurts to pass out because 
th e re ’s no way of continuing. 
I ask no relief that can’t be given to 
all”. 
He got up I t om the witness table, shook hands warmly with Rep. 
Celler and moved out ot sight among the solemn audience—a big. solid 
figure of a man who carries the dignity of a proud success.

sional campaign next year this set­ 
tlem ent will be used as an argu­ 
m ent that the Taft-Hartley bill is 
unnecessary. 
An Important Precedent 
Although these corporation offi­ 
cials with whom I talked are dis­ 
appointed, they admit that a prece­ 
dent has been set which may force 
a great many other corporations 
to adopt a more or less similar 
pension system. 
They state that 
there are three reasons why the 
steel companies were handicapped 
ir their negotiations. 
One reason 
Is because so many of the top of­ 
ficers themselves have pensions. 
A second reason is because the 
public, although opposed, at the 
present time, to more wage raises, 
are sympathetic with the pension 
idea. 
A third factor in the situa­ 
tion is that the Ford Motor com­ 
pany has accepted a non-contribu- 
tory pension system 
As Henry Ford was the first to 
guarantee $5 a day, they feel that 
the Ford company is again beating 
the gun. 
On the other hand, it 
should he remembered that all of 
the common stock of the Ford Mo­ 
tor company is now in a charitable 
(rust, and hence these Ford pen­ 
sions do not cost the Ford family 
anything! 
If all of the steel com­ 
panies unite in a similar program, 
the cost could be passed on to the 
timers of steel and “may not cost 
the steel companies’ stockholders 
anything” . 
This, of course, is an 
insane method of accounting. 
It 
is a good deal like a man loaning 
m oney to his wife and accepting a 
note for it and thinking it does 
not cost him anything! 
Cloud* Have Silver Linings 
W hatever happens to stockhold­ 
ers of large corporations forced to 
grant liberal pension systems, this 
new 
program should be a great 
help to Florida. California, Ari­ 
zona. New Mexico. Texas and other 


Mates with an attractive winter 
climate. 
Certainly, these retired 
people will not stick around home, 
shoveling snow, when they can be 
heaithier, happier and live cheaper 
in a southern climate 
They will 
get into llieir little ear and beat it 
for the south at least for the win­ 
ter months. 
Many of these retired men and 
wives, whose families have grown 
up and moved away, will perm a­ 
nently change their residence to 
Florida, California or one of these 
other states, 
in the rase of Flor­ 
ida, these people can buy a house 
for about $5.000 which is exempt 
from all local taxes provided they 
make Florida their home.

ing to one of the above states

a result, this new 
pension may 
postpone a decline in real estate 
prices 
in

which have already had more or 
less of a real estate boom 
Real Estate Outlook 
For some 
months 
real 
estate 
sales have 
been 
slowing up 
in 
most northern cities 
This espe­ 
cially applies to the higher priced 
and iarger houses. Unemployment 
is forcing families to double up 
which is throwing houses on the 
market. 
The great increase in di­ 
vorces is also a definite factor in 
the real estate situation. 
If the 
new pension craze Is to he a boon 
for 
southern 
communities. 
It 
should 
be 
bearish 
on 
northern 
communities where these people 
are now located as they will want

The new 1\-published elementary

The state game commission has 
lsuchcd its annual "save the cub” 
bear

hear season opens November 14 
and runs six days. 
An act of as­ 


sembly boosted the penalty for 
shooting bear cubs from $100 to 
$200. 
Of 478 bears killed in Penn- 
slvvama last year, 90 were cubs. 
The lommlssion points out that if 
hunters want to maintain bears for 
hunting then cubs must be saved. 
Cubs as a rule travel with a female 
during the open season and are 
easy to 
distinguish because 
of 
their smaller size 
But when the 
mother Is killed, it is more diffi- 
cul to determine, and they are 
not 
led about 
by "woods wise” 
mother bearx and wander aimless­ 
ly through forests. If a hunter has 
trouble judging the size of a bear 
in the woods he is asked to re­ 
member this "Don’t shoot at any­ 
thing but a big bear, let the little 
fellows grow up." 
And remember 
the $200 fine.

Scarlet Fever is usually consid­ 
ered to be a disease of children, 
if a person «scapes it in childhood 
he is not very likely to have it 
later.

It | 
seems to affect different 
people 
in different ways. 
One child may have a bright 
red rash all over the body- An­ 
other may have a slight redness 
in front of the elbows. A nother 
may have sore throat or ear tro u ­ 
ble mostly. 
The mild cases are the most 
likely ones to spread the disease. 
If a child has it in a mild form 
and comes in contact with other 
children, they may take it and get j 
very sick. 
Some people call the mild cases 
scarlatina. 
Perhaps a 
child 
will 
have a high fever with a bright 
red rash. In a few days the fever 
will be gone and the skin will peel. 
Recovery will be prom pt and com­ 
plete with no after effects. 
Another child will have little or 
no rash and no peeling at all. After 
a while some serious damage may 
show up.
